Having made an appointment by telephone, and 

I vere met by Mrs. Dulles at the house. By walking tnrougn the 
house and discussing the move, it was found that there were items 
of furniture and personal effects on all five floors of the house 
to be moved. However, upon being informed that we vere not pro- 
fessional furniture movers end that certain pieces of delicate 
•md valuable furniture might be more safely moved by professionals, 
Mrs. Dulles called Mr. Dulles in Washington . In the telephone 
discussion they decided that professional movers w ould take the 
ioost delicate and valuable Items of furniture which vere more 
likely to be damaged in transit, while we would move all else 
in the house including the dishes a nd glassware after it was 
packed by the packers . I I in a further effort to assist 

Mrs . Bull es , then telephoned a reputable moving firm known to 
lean personally and requested that they send a representative 
over* to Mrs. Dulles to estimate the cost of movement of the fragile 
pi eces of furniture. This the moving firm did. 

3, On 14 October 1953, upon the instruction of Mrs. Dulles, 
the undersigned, with a cleared driver and a U-Driv-It truck,
